were received here this week, ac­ 
cording to E. L. Pierson, adminis­ 
trative officer of the Comanche 
County. 
1944 soil conservation payments 
are now being made to farm ers 
who carried out some soil con­ 
servation practices during the 1944 
program year. The first group of 
checks has been mailed to 311 
farmers. These checks represent 
payments for carrying out soil 
conservation practices such as te r­ 
racing, 
tanking, elimination 
of 
underbrush, bushes and shrubs, 
eradicating mesquite trees, plant­ 
ing cover crops and winter le­ 
gumes and other worthwhile con­ 
servation practices. 
Comanche County farmers, Mr. 
Pierson said, are expected to re­ 
ceive over $200,000 in conservation 
payments.

Due to 
demands of aimed forces and 
civilian 
needs, 
m anufacture 
of 
clothing in the United States and 
other countries will not get un­ 
derway for some time. 
In a report to Congress by the 
President in September 1944, he 
said, “Millions of people do not 


have enough clothes to keep them

in 
occupied Europe,

Many things contribute to the 
hatchability of an egg. In our 
years in the hatchery business 
we have ma* a- a study of the 
causes of good and bad hatches.
